Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2- 1 2 and 3 1 -33 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art failed to 
establish a semiconductor resistor device comprising a plurality of alternating conductive film 
and insulative film layers at least two of the conductive film layers being electrically connected 
in parallel to provide for high current flow through the resistor device at RF frequencies with 
increased temperature and mechanical stability where plurality of alternating conductive film and 
insulative film layers are in a planar orientation and insulative film layers serve to limit current 
flow in a direction perpendicular to an insulator film surface.
